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The Bill of Rights 

When members of the Constitutional 
Convention met In Philadelphia 200 years 
ago, one of the major problems was how 
to provide for a more powerful central gov¬ 
ernment while safeguarding basic rights 
for all citizens. 

Although It Is hard to believe now, 
some major American leaders of the day 
were adamantly opposed to the very Idea 
of a Constitution for fear the new govern¬ 
ment would be too powerful. 

Even after the new Constitution was 
written. It was by no means certain that 
the necessary number of states would 
ratify It. 

When the Virginia Constitutional 
Convention met to consider ratification, 
Patrick Henry spoke In opposition. “The 
rights of conscience, trial by Jury, liberty 
of the press ... all pretensions to hu¬ 
man rights and privileges, are rendered 
insecure, if not lost, by this change.” 

The battle lines were drawn over how 
to shape this new experiment in demo¬ 
cracy. Alexander Hamilton, James Madi¬ 
son and John Jay collaborated on the 
famous Federalist Papers explaining the 
new Constitution. These documents were 
widely circulated and debated in the 
states. 

Supporters of the Constitution won, 
but not by much. The vote in Virginia 
was 89 - 79, and in New York, it passed 
by the slim margin of three votes. 

Even though they lost the battle 
against ratification, the opposition contri¬ 
buted as much to our modem system of 
government as the supporters. It was their 
criticism that forced supporters to prom¬ 
ise an immediate series of amendments 
to guarantee individual rights. 

Ten amendments were adopted in 
1791 to safeguard individual rights and 
freedoms from government encroach¬ 
ment. It is in those 10 amendments — the 
Bill of Rights — that we find the protec¬ 
tion given the right to peaceably assemble, 
freedom of the press and speech, the right 
to a speedy and public trial by jury, and 
the right to the free exercise of religion. 

These provisions are considered such 
an integral part of the Constitution that 
many don’t realize they were not included 
in the original proposal. It is the combina¬ 
tion of the Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights that is considered one of the great¬ 
est documents in human history.

From the Mailbag; “Now that gas prices 
look like they have leveled off, all our friends 
are buying bigger cars and pickups, and tell¬ 
ing us there’s no reason for us to buy some¬ 
thing that’s easy on the gas. True?’’ 

Gas and oil prices in future are one of 
those things we wish we knew, because we 
would be triple rich by Monday if so. All we 
know is that oil consumption is going up 
again, OPEC is doing its best to get oil prices 
back up there again, our own oil patches are 
suffering because of the present low prices — 
and the Persian Gulf, wherein 1/3 to 40 per¬ 
cent of our oil comes from, continues to heat 
up. Moral: dinosaurs are dead, but it takes 
a long time for them to lie down. 

Sooner or later prices must go up again, 
say the sages. If you plan to keep the vehicle 
2 years, you could be OK. But for the longer 
haul, the differential between 17 miles per 
gallon and 35 miles per gallon is thousands 
of dollars. Too, if gas prices do suddenly 
jump again, as many around the world are 
trying to arrange, your big guzzler will be 
hard to sell. 

Another idea that’s getting more attention 
is buying a very big older car, which is rela¬ 
tively cheap but a guzzler. Plan on spending 
$1 to $2 thousand to get it in shape, then you 
have cheap transportation, plenty of room if 
that’s important — and your investment is 
so low that high gas prices and usage don’t 
matter as much. Unless we have another gas 
shortage, which means hassles to get that big 
thirsty V8 filled up. 

“The only way to solve our traffic problem 
is to pass a Law that only paid-for cars are 
allowed to use the highways. That will make 
traffic so scarce we can use the boulevards for 
children’s playgrounds’’ — Will Rogers.

EYE 


WATCH

The retina is the miraculous .strip of brain 
tissue that turns light into sight-producing 
signals to the brain. It is packed with cells 
(about 4,000,000 in an area about the size ol 
a pinhead) and curved against the back wal! 
of the eye ready to receive images from “out 
there.” 

( 

But as discussed last week, sometimes the 
retina detaches and distorts vision in a signi¬ 
ficant way. Immediate repairs are necessaiy 
so the damage docs not become more ex 
tensive. 

Basically, there arc three techniques for 
reattaching the retina, First, a laser beam can 
be used to “tack down” the retina, in eUect 
“v/elcimg” it to the underlying tissue. 

Tlie second method involves the reverse 
idea: freezing. An instrument that looks some 
thing like a bail-point pen with a cryogenic 
(siipci-coid tip) is held against the outside of 
the eye neat the tear. The severe cold binds 
the retina to the underlying tissue. 

The third technique is called “scleral 
buckling ’’ It involves inserting a band around 
the eyeball to shape it so the retina returns to 
its proper position against the back wall of 
the eye. 

As you might imagine, all these procedures 
are the result of painstaking research. It is 
argued that eye research turns into patient care 
practices faster than in any other areas of medi¬ 
cal research.

No one seems to be 
terribly offended at the 
request to announce their 
presence with a bang 
rather than a push. The 
sound may not be as 
pleasant to the ear of 
the occupant but in none¬ 
theless gets the message 
across, and the door is 
soon opened.

“Eber and 1 
delivered things to people 
and campers up there. 
Everything that went up 
had to be carried up.” 

Mr. Bailey was a mem¬ 
ber of the Sierra Madre 
Rose Float Association 
and was helpful in in¬ 
stalling the plumbing in 
the building during float 
construction. By trade he 
was a construction 
plumber and worked for 
Benedict & Benedict and 
Winterbottom Bros, for 
many years.
